Washington 

The House on Thursday voted to 
end federal funding to National 
Public Radio. Republican support- 
ers said it made good fiscal sense, 
and Democratic opponents called 
it an ideological attack that would 
deprive local stations of access to 
programs such as “Car Talk” and 
“All Things Considered.” 

The bill, passed 228-192 along 
mainly partisan lines, would bar 
federal funding of NPR and pro- 
hibit local public stations from 
using federal money to pay NPR 
dues and buy its programs. The 
prospects of support in the Dem- 
ocratic-controlled Senate are slim. 
Seven Republicans broke ranks to 
vote against the bill. 


Other Republicans also denied 
that the measure was a vendetta 
against NPR, although the orga- 
nization left itself open to conser- 
vative attacks last week when an 


executive, talking to conservative 
activists posing as members of a 
fake Muslim group, was caught 
on camera deriding the tea party 
movement and saying NPR would 


be better off without federal fund- 
ing. Both the executive and the 
president of NPR resigned after 
the incident. 

The White House said it 
“strongly opposed” the bill and 
voiced similar objections, saying 
“undercutting funding for these 
radio stations, notably ones in rural 
areas where such outiets are already 
scarce, would result in communi- 
ties losing valuable programming, 
and some stations could be forced 
to shut down altogether.” 

The move to curtail federal 
subsidies for NPR follows a House 
vote last month, as part of the GOP 
plan to cut federal spending for the 
remainder of this budget year, to 
take back about $86 million bud- 
geted for the Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting, the parent organiza- 
tion of NPR. That proposal, which 
also faces opposition in the Senate, 
does not provide for $430 million in 
future spending for CPB. (ap) 


Transplant Gives HIV to Patient 


Atlanta 

A New York City patient was infect- 
ed with the AIDS virus through a 
kidney transplant from a live donor, 
in what health officials are calling 
the first confirmed U.S. case since 
the 1980s. 

The case is considered extreme- 
ly rare, but some health officials 
noted that there is no strict poli- 
cy for when live donors should be 
tested for the AIDS virus before a 
transplant. In reporting the New 
York case on Thursday, the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention 
recommended that organ donors 
have sophisticated tests for HIV 
within a week of surgery. 

In this case, the male donor 
was tested for HIV about 10 weeks

Japan’s Desperate Fight 


Emergency crews 
turn to elaborate 
measures to try to 
contain radiation 

Yamagata, Japan 

Emergency workers frantic to 
regain control of Japan’s danger- 
ously overheated nuclear complex 
turned to increasingly elaborate 
methods Thursday to cool nucle- 
ar fuel rods at risk of spraying out 
more radiation. 

They tried with police water can- 
nons, heavy-duty fire trucks and 
military helicopters dropping bucket 
after enormous bucket of water onto 
the stricken system. By nightfall, it 
wasn’t clear whether anjThing had 
worked, and the U.N. warned the 
situation was “very serious.” 

U.S. and Japanese officials gave 
differing assessments of what was 
happening at the Fukushima Dai- 
ichi nuclear plant. The top U.S. 
nuclear regulatory official warned 
of possible high emissions of radi- 
ation, while the U.S. ambassador 
urged Americans within 50 miles 
of the plant on the tsunami-savaged 
northeastern coast to leave the area 
or at least remain indoors. 

Tokyo Electric Power Co., which 
owns the plant, said it believed 
workers were making headway in 
staving off a catastrophe both with 
the spraying and, especially, with 
efforts to complete an emergency 
power line to restart the plant’s 
own electric cooling systems. 

“This is a first step toward 
recovery,” said Teruaki Kobayashi, 
a facilities management official 
at the power company. He said 
radiation levels “have somewhat 
stabilized at their lows” and that 
some of the spraying had reached 
its target, with one reactor emit- 
ting steam. 

The troubles at the nuclear com- 
plex were set in motion by last Fri- 


day’s 9.0 -magnitude earthquake 
and tsunami, which knocked out 
power and destroyed backup gener- 
ators needed for the reactors’ cool- 
ing systems. That added a nuclear 
crisis on top of twin natural disas- 
ters that likely killed well more than 
10,000 people and left hundreds of 
thousands homeless. 


U.S. Response 

U.S. officials said Thursday that it could take weeks to bring the crippled Japanese nuclear complex under control but 
that there was no danger from leaking radiation to the western U.S. or its Pacific territories. The officials defended their 
recommended 50-mile evacuation zone. The first evacuation flight of U.S. citizens left Japan Thursday, the State Depart- 
ment said, as President Obama made a brief visit to the Japanese Embassy in Washington to sign a condolence book.

Water Power 

THE STRATEGY In a dangerous emergency mission, two Japanese mili- 
tary helicopters dropped more than 30 tons of water on the plant. Then, sol- 
diers used 11 high-pressure fire trucks designed for putting out fires at plane 
crashes to douse a damaged reactor building from a distance. The soldiers 
acted after Japanese police failed in their efforts to spray the building. 

THE METHOD Members of the Self-Defense Force, as the military is known, 
moved trucks into position and began to spray water Thursday night. They 
sprayed water for more than half an hour before leaving the plant. 

THE TARGET The dousing was aimed at cooling the Unit 3 reactor and re- 
plenishing water in that unit’s cooling pool, where used fuel rods are stored. 
Tokyo Electric Power Co. said earlier that that pool was nearly empty, which 
would cause the rods to overheat and emit even more radiation. Of concern 
is that Unit 3’s reactor uses a fuel that combines plutonium, an ingredient in 
nuclear weapons, and reprocessed uranium, (twp/ap)

A Right to Roam 

Not aLL kids who fight, eat, curse, pLay Loud music 
and generally harass riders on Metro grow up to 
be disrespectful thugs and menaces to society. I 
know, because I used to be one of them. 


I saw, broke up and was in numer- 
ous fights on trains, assaults on 
buses and wild arguments in sta- 
tions. Nothing was ever as bad as 
the vicious encounters that popu- 
late YouTube today, but when I was 
a teenager in the ’90s, a harmless 
scrap over an occasional beef was 
not out of the ordinary. Like a lot 
of teens, I grew out of that kind of 
nonsense as soon as I had some- 
thing better to do. 

I concede that Metro needs to do 
something to curb the recent spike 
in violence across the system. But 
the latest proposal by the agency 
and D.C. public school system is a 
slap in the face to students and a 


demoralizing blow for those of us 
raised in the city. 

Last month, citing a rise in thefts 
by youths across the system, Metro 
and D.C. officials announced a plan 
to distribute electronic ID passes to 
1,500 students that would restrict 
their use of subsidized public trans- 
portation. Under the pilot program, 
students would be identified by 
name and school, and could be held 
to a curfew. 

Translation: Let’s put a scarlet 
letter on D.C. public school kids, 
many of whom are black and Lati- 
no, to shift the focus from larger 
security problems.

Not every D.C. public school 
student is a problem child. How 
would you feel if you were a good 
kid who was suddenly lumped in 
with the pockets of jerks who turn 
riding the train into an opportunity 
for crime or confrontation? 

I give credit to Metro Transit 
Police for working with schools to 
identify which potential skirmish- 
es on campus could spill over into 
the transit system. But I have a 
fundamental objection to the pub- 
lic school system and Metro work- 
ing together to set up a game of 
mousetrap for students. 

These days, that kid who could 
get rowdy in an instant is long gone, 
and I gladly put up with Metro’s 
many flaws because I remember 
how it got me around when there 
were no other options. I can’t say 
I’d feel the same way if I had been 
tagged and monitored as a poten- 
tial criminal by the system when 
I was just trying to deal with the 
realities of coming of age in the 
nation’s capital.

When spicy tonnato 
juice nneets vodka, a 
passionate cocktaiL 
romance ensues 

In most classic cocktails, 
the star ingredient is the 
liquor. But the Bloody Mary 
revolves around its non- 
alcoholic flavors: tomato 
juice, Worcestershire 
sauce, lemon juice, salt and 
pepper. It’s also got quite 
a rep — as both a hangover 
cure and the country- 
clubbiest drink ever mixed. 

In her 1980 “The Official Preppy 
Handbook,” Lisa Birnbach endorses 
“bloodies” as “the number one prep 
drink,” best sipped while cranking 
James Taylor and nibbling on brunch, 
which Birnbach claims was, “invent- 
ed to give people an excuse to drink 
during the day” 

Still, no two Marys are alike (nor 
does every “bloody” imbiber own a 
yacht). With a storied history and a 
globe-trotting recipe, the tangy vodka 
cocktail is infinitely customizable — 
and as easy to stir up at home as it is to 
quaff over eggs Benedict at your favor- 
ite H Street haunt. 

“A Bloody Mary gives you a punch 
of flavor with a meal,” says Josh Hahn, 
co-owner of Logan Tavern (1423 P St. 
NW; 202-332-3710), which has a Bloody 
Mary menu with a dozen-plus options 
for garnishes and mix-ins (including 
pickled ginger, asparagus and beef 
jerky). “In the morning, after a long 
weekend night, it just hits the spot for 
a lot of people.” 

By turns salty and spicy with hints 
of sweet, the Bloody Mary is famed as a 
“hair of the dog” hangover remedy. To 
maximize Marys’ restorative proper- 
ties, embrace the spiciness of the tomato 
juice base and the kick from the vodka, 
recommends Alvin Seymore, head bar- 
tender at D.C.’s St. Regis Hotel (923 
I6th and K streets NW; 202-638-2626). 
“The secret to a good Bloody Mary is 
that tingle after you swallow, the slight 
burn,” Seymore says. “A good Bloody

Mary arouses the senses. You may still 
have that hangover, but you’ll be able to 
function because you woke up.” 

Most accounts claim bartender 
Fernand Petiot invented the drink at 
Harry’s Bar in Paris in the 1920s. He 
brought the recipe — equal parts vodka 
and tomato juice, plus fresh lemon juice 
and a few dashes each of Worcestershire 
sauce, cayenne pepper, black pepper and 
salt — with him when he moved to the 
United States in 1934. The “Red Snap- 
per,” as it became known, was served 
at the St. Regis Hotel’s King Cole Bar 
in New York. Before long, the cocktail 
took on its more common name, sup- 
posedly inspired by Chicago’s “Buck- 
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drink lookout

et of Blood Club” (a now-defunct tav- 
ern known for its violent bar brawls) 
and a woman named Mary. 

The versatile drink also travels well, 
soaking up regional variations like 
so many inebriated brain cells. “The 
Bloody Mary is an iconic drink, yet it 
can vary in many ways,” says Rico Wis- 
ner, mixologist at Rouge (1315 16th St. 
NW; 202-232-8000). “It’s special but 
still familiar.” Take, for example, the 
Chesapeake Mary, which stars Old Bay 
seasoning instead of pepper. Wisner 
likes to rim Bloody Mary glasses with 
a mixture of Old Bay and kosher salt, 
though the drink can also be garnished 
(or blended) with celery salt.

liquor. A thick liquid is important: “It 
needs to hold up after you add ice and 
alcohol to it,” Wisner says. Rouge (which 
treats overnight guests to complimen- 
tary Bloody Marys and cold pizza on 
weekend mornings) uses Sacramento 
brand tomato juice, which Wisner says 
tastes fresh, not “stewed.” He also likes 
V-8 juice (as does prep pro Birnbach!) 
because it contains other veggie juices. 
And take care with the pepper; a coarse 
grind will give a gritty taste. 

Finally, there’s the age-old debate: 
Vodka or gin? Many believe this deci- 
sion comes down to personal preference. 
St. Regis’ D.C. hotel votes in favor of gin 
with its Capitol Mary, made with Tan- 
queray Tan gin and topped with olives 
and a shrimp. Still, if you’re a tradi- 
tionalist, you might want to stick with 
vodka — any brand, since the alcohol’s 
flavor is masked by the tomatoes and 
spices. And if you must sip one old-style. 
Biff, break out your Lacoste polo and 
Joni Mitchell cassettes before imbib- 
ing.

BLEEDING MARY 


In his “Sriracha Cookbook,” Randy Clemens puts an 
Asian spin on the Bleeding Mary (in which frozen cubes 
of the mix melt into the vodka). “Rooster sauce" “adds a 
good kick” to a traditional base, Clemens says. 

Ingredients 

^ 12 fluid ounces (1 1/2 cups) premium Bloody 
Mary mix 

» 2 teaspoons Sriracha 
» 4 dashes Worcestershire sauce 
» Celery salt 

» 12 fluid ounces (1 1/2 cups) premium vodka 
» 4 celery sticks 
a Freshly ground black pepper 

Instructions 

In a medium measuring cup, combine the Bloody Mary mix, 
Sriracha and Worcestershire sauce. Pour the mixture into 
an ice cube tray with large ice cube compartments, making 
eight equal cubes. Place the tray in the freezer for at least 
two hours to freeze solid. When you are ready to serve, rim 
each glass with celery salt. Place two prepared ice cubes 
in each glass and fill with 3 fluid ounces of room-tempera- 
ture vodka. Garnish with a celery stick and freshly ground 
black pepper. Swirl your drink with the celery to help get 
the blood flowing.

‘Paul’ Lampoons sci-fi 
film conventions with 
fouL-mouthed humor 
and subtle charms 

Film Review 

Judging by appearance, the titu- 
lar, CGI hero of “Paul” — a wrin- 
kled, pencil-necked geek with big, 
almond-shaped eyes and the rum- 
bling voice of Seth Rogen — could 
be a distant cousin of Rango, John- 
ny Depp’s cowboy-chameleon char- 
acter in the recent animated film 
of the same name. But unlike that 
PG-rated kids cartoon, “Paul’s” R-rat- 
ed protagonist is not a lizard, but a 
wise-cracking space alien who landed 
on Earth 50 years ago and is now on 
the lam from the Men in Black. The 
derriere-flashing, dope-smoking, pot- 
ty-mouthed antics of this antisocial 
E.T. justify every bit of the rating that 
the MPAA has slapped on him. 

Which is not to say that the movie 
is in anyway grown-up. 

Much of its broad, juvenile humor 
derives from a single incongruity. 
That comes from the sight, or rath- 
er the sound, of this littie green man 
as he spouts a torrent of unprint- 
able Anglo-Saxonisms, in between 
tokes of wacky weed, tobacco and 
swigs of beer. 

The movie’s premise is simple. 
Paul finally has managed to escape 
from the Area 51-like research

Things get complicated, howev- 
er, with the appearance of a shadowy 
government agent (Jason Bateman), 
whose dogged pursuit of Paul pre- 
cipitates the violent mayhem, gun- 
play, car crashes and explosions that 
characterize the film’s familiar-look- 
ing climax. 

Pegg and Frost sprinkle the film 
with in-jokey allusions to such other 
sci-fi culture as “Alien,” “Star Wars” 
and “The X-Files.” It’s more than 
occasionally cute, if less than con-

A Seedy Success 



The LincoLn Lawyer' 
plants actor Matthew

Film Review 

Matthew McConaughey slides into 
his role with the insinuating ease of 
a botdeneck over a National guitar in 
“The Lincoln Lawyer ” a pleasantly 
seedy crime thriller set in the neth- 
er-regions of Los Angeles. McCo- 
naughey plays criminal defense 
attorney Mickey Haller, a notori- 
ous bottom-feeder whose office is 
the back of a Lincoln Town Car and 
who counts his retainers by shaking 
the envelopes. Mickey is a scammer 
and a scoundrel and a striver in the 
finest cinematic tradition of Sidney 
Falco and Jerry Maguire. 

Adapted from Michael Connelly’s 
best-selling book, “The Lincoln Law- 
yer” just may have the makings of a 
terrific franchise, if only because it 
finds McConaughey so clearly in his 
comfort zone after a string of forget- 
table romantic comedies. As Haller, 
McConaughey makes the most of his 
Texas drawl, slicked-back hair and 
ingratiating affability — and, yes, he
